We spent our first week's end at 
Wrest Park, and were shown through its 
spacious grounds. The house itseif is | 
only about 70 years old, but the land | 
has been in the hands of the family | 
for several centuries. The estate con- | 
sists of about 7,000 acres, most of i¢ in. 
cultivation, but enough is left adjoining 
the house woods, parks, lawns and | 
gardens, and these have been laid out | 
and ornamented by landscape gardeners. | 
There are walks lined with statuary, | 
green stretches of velvet turf, miles of | 
well kept hedges of holly and box and |; 
cedar, stately oaks, summer houses, tea | 
houses, greenhouses and everything in! 
the way of ornament that taste could 
dictate and money supply. 

The gardens are especially attractive. 
They were shut in by high walls and | 
against these walls fruit trees, vines and ; 
flowers are trained with aristic effect. | 
In the hot house peaches are ripening ; 
before their season, and huge benches |! 
of grapes are growing purple. Cucum- 
bers. tomatoes and many other vegeta- 
bles, as well as fruits, which we grow | 
out of doors are in England raised and | 
ripened under glass. The strawberries | 
are of enormous size and the goOseberries |

are as large as pigeon @ggs. 

Within the house are spacious rooms 
hung with pictures of the nobility that; 
have occupied the estate and of mem- 
bers of the royal family who have visited 
there. The library contains severa] thou- 
sand books accumulated through many 
generations. 

Not far from the house stands the 
manor church, supported by tithes, the 
owner of the estate usually selecting the 
minister. In many places the “living,” 
as it is called, has ceased to be of great 
value. 

The inheritance tax is quite a heavy 
burien upon the owners of these es- 
tates, and many of the landholders are 
so impoverished that they are obliged to 
rent their estates in order to raise the 
mony to meet the tax.

Not far 
from the house is a large building, erect- 
ed as a memorial to Gladstone, which 
contains his religious library of several 
thousand volumes. The family has built 
a dormitory adjoining the library to ac- 
commoedate the students who come from 
all countries to study theological ques- 
tions. 


In the Chapel of Gladstone. 

We also visited the chapel near by, 
where the statesman attended church and 
often read the service. His son-in-law, 
the present rector, showed us the me- 
morial, since unvelled, which will draw 
multitudes to this historic edifice. It is 
a masrble group by the sculptor Richmond 
and represents the great commoner and 
his wife sleeping side by side, an angel 
guarding them with eutstretched wings. 
It is fitting that they should thus rest 
at the end of life, for they had together 
borne life’s burdens and together shared 
the many triumphs that crowned their 
efforts. While he was master of the 
ship of state, she was mistress of an 
ideal home; while he was seeking to 
ameliorate the condition of the whole 
people, she was conducting a private 
orphanage within a stone’s throw of the 
castle, an institution still maintained in 
her memory. So happy was the long 
married life of this well-mated pair that 
at the approach of death he requested 
the family not to permit his interment 
in Westminster abbey, except on condi- 
tion that his wife be given a place be-, 


side him, and this unusual honor was 
paid therm.

UPSET ODESSA: 


Special Cable. 

Odessa, October |13.—Representatives of 
the municipality of Odessa yesterday 
drew the attention of General Kaulbars 
to the numerous outrages which were 
daily being committed by members of tue 
Union of the Russian People upon peace- 
ful citizens, Jews and Christians alike, 
particularly students, outrages which, 
they said, excited to the utmost the 
younger portion of the population, and 
kept the city in a state of panic. 

General Kaulbars replied that the 
maintenance of order in the town was 
the bueiness of the police, but that he 
personally doubted whether it was possi- 
ble or desirable to combat the exaspera- 
tion of the loyal elements against the 
revolutionary students, who were guided 
exclusively by Jews. Such loyal elements 
were preeminently members of the union. 
These were the tsar’s best sons, whom 
the government esteemed most useful, 
and to whom it consequently paid every 
attention. 

The municipal representatives, alarmed 
by these words, which they regarded as 
open approval of allithe horrors of the 
counter-revolution, timidly Observed that 
the victims of outrage were in most 


cases defenseless citizens, who were not ~ 


concerned in the revolution. 
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like to Know just what Uncle 
gam is doing at Panama.”’ 
remark to Mr. Theodore 
Pp. Shonts, the chairman of the isthmian 
commission, as we chatted § to- 
g¢ther ir his offiee near the war depart- 
ment not long ago. In reply Mr. Shonts 
proug')t out a lot of maps and we travel- 
ed together across the canal zone  in- 
gpectirngs the work. The war department 
receives weekly reports as to just what 
ig going on, and any changes of note 
are recorded by eable. 

My first question Was as to whether 
the dirt had really begun to fly. 

“In one sense it has,’ replied Mr. 
Shonts, “and in another sense it hag not, 
The work of the Canal construction 1s 
properiy divided into two parts. One is 
the getting ready to build and the other 
is actually doing the work. ‘rhe get- 
ting ready iS What we are doing now, 
and we rapidly advancing in that 
respect. We are making the isthmus 
healthy, housing our men, building ter- 
minnais, railway tracks and yards, and 
working out a large number of en- 
gineering problems. In this sense the 
dirt has begun to fly, as far as is pos- 
gible in connection with that prepara- 
tion. It will fly faster and faster as 
time goes on, and within a few weeks 
from now we shall be making a percepti- 
ble impression on parts of the excava- 
tion. 

“The month before my last visit we, 
had moved 240,000 cubic yards from the 
Culebra cut, and we had then at work 
an average of less than eleven steam 
shovels. Within a short time Engineer 
Stevens expects to have forty steam 
shovels in operation, and he will then be 
handling 1,000,000 cubic yards per 
month.’’ 


Uncle Sam Really at Work. 

“Tell me in simple language what I,- 
000,000 cubic yards means?’ 

“We generally estimate a cubic yard 
of earth or rock as a ton. It is a load 
for a two-horse team over a common 
country road. The product of one month 
will be enough to load a wagon train 
of 1,000,000 teams, and supposing that 
each team took thirty feet on a roadway 
the train would be 30,0.v,-.0 feet in 
length. Dividing by 5,000 feet to the 
mile for easy figuring, the team would 
be 6,000 miles long, or just about long | 
enough to reach frem New York to San 
Francisco and back again. We expect 
to be doing that long before the snow 
falls. When we are doing it we shall 
consider that we have begun work se- 
riously as to the excavation part of the 
problem,”’

“The most of the work now is in the 
Culebra cut, and a great deal of it will 
be right there. This: cut has in the 
past been considered the key to the time 
required for doing the work. It is not; 
so. * The work upon the “locks, if @ lock 
eanal is built, will require more time 
than that in the cut. The locks will be 
about 1,200 feet long and several hun- 
dred feet wide. They will be so small 
that it will be impossible to work a large 
number of men in them at one time, 
and this will limit our possibilities.’ 


When in Full Swing. 

‘Is forty steam shovels the maximum 
capacity of operation?’”’ 

“No, we shall install more and more as 
rapidly as we can. We have now sixty- 
one steam ghovels on the isthmus and we 
shall eventually be working 100 or more. 
I think the time will come when we shall 
work by night as well as py day, using 
electricity to givé us the light.” 

“What are you doing with the old 
French machinery?” 

“We are still using some of it, but are 
irtroducing modern appliances just 2.4 
rapidly ag they come. ‘There fs no econ- 
emy in working over the French stuff. It 
it out of date, out Sf repair and will go 
to the scrap heap just as/soon as the 
new tools and tracks can take its place.”’ 

Uncle Sam’s New Tools. 

“Give me some idea of what you have 
aiready bought?’’ 

“T can hardly do that in detail,” re- 
plied Mr. Shonts, “‘although we have it 
item by item. We have spent more than 
mine millions dollars, and this covers 
all kinds of materials from steamships 
t» blasting powder. We have sixty-one 
sceam shovels, 1,300 flat cars, and more 
than 300 dump cars. We have more than 
5,000 tons of steel rails, muth of which 
ig already in place.. We have laid tracks

across the isthmus. We have a large 
tracks running from the 
(clebra cut to a distributing yard, where 
the cars will be made wp into larger 
trains for heavier engines to take off to 
the dumping grounds. This will enable 
the engines on the tracks to the eut to 
be kept busy all the time bringing in 
loads and carrying back the empties. 

“In addition to these,’’ continued Mr. 
Shonts, ‘“‘we have new ang powerful loco- 
motives, hundreds'of box cars, a number 
of modern passenger coaches, hoisting 
plants of various kinds and twelve hoist- 
ing engines. We have bought more than 
a million pounds of dynamite and blast- 
ing powder and 152 rock drills. As to 
building material, our lumber purchases 
alone have been more than thirty mil- 
lion feet, and we have also something 
dike ten million bricks, and half a mil- 
lion square feet of roofing tile. The 
work of house construction is going on 
throughout the gone, and we are stead- 
ily improving our quarters for the men.” 

23,000 Men Working. 

“Just about how many men have jou 
ait work?” 

“Something like twenty-three thou- 
sand,’’ sai@d Mr. Shonts. “By far the 
greater part of them are foreigners, and 
a considerable number are Spanfards.”’ 

“Tell me something about the Spanish 
labor?’’ 

“This is made up of men whom we im- 
ported from the north of Spain. They 
are of the same charactef as those used 
by Sir William Van Horne in building 
the Cuba railroad, and we find them ex- 
cellent workmen. We have tried a few 
hundred as an experiment, and we hope 
to increase the force to some thousands. 
™hey are far superior to any labor we 
have so far secured, excepting the Amer- 
icans.”’ 

‘How many Americans have you at 
work?’’ 

“About 3,000. They are chiefly me- 
chanics, engineers, foreman, carpenters, 
masons, plumbers, etc. They are good 
men, and are to a large extent in charge 
o° the work." 

“How does the Spanish labor compare 
with the native labor?’ 

“Engineer Stevens estimates it as two 
o; three times as efficient,’’ was the re- 
ply. “It is almost equal to the American | 
The ordinary native labor, in- | 


mower of the American.”’ 
The Eight-Hour Day. 

“How about hours?’ 

“We use the eight-hour day. This is 
the law and we cannot do otherwise. 
That it is so, is a mistake. I don’t think 
the eight-hour law,\the contract labor 
law, on the Chinese exclusion act, should 
obtain on the isthmus. fFour-fifths of 
our employees are bound to be foreign- 
ers, who are accustomed to longer hours 
and who work so much less intelligently 
and energetically than the Americans, 
that it is hardly fair to consider them! 
on the same basis. However, that is 
a matter that congress will have to de- 
termine. We pay our men by the hour, 
and we can by law give them only forty. 
eight hours a week. If we could work 
them for ten hours a day, we could give 
them sixty hours a week; and in that 
case they would accept lower wages than 
they now receive. As a matter of fact 
the skilled laborers wouldg rather have 
the ten-hour day, and some of them 
would be glad to work over time ac. 
As it is now, they expect 
to get time and a, half for all work done 
over eight hours.” 

Chances for Young Men at Panama. 

“What @o you now think. of the 
chances for young Americans at Pan- 
ama?’ 

“They are good. The wages are higher 
than in the United States, and there is 
no more risk of health there than there 
is in rellroad building in many parts of 
our southern states.”’ 

“Do ‘you have many applications for 
places ?’ 

“Plenty of them. Our mail is filled 
with letters from men of all classes who 
want to go to Panama; and we are send- 
ing down mechanics and others by al- 
most every steamer. We have no 
trouble in getting all the men we want; 
and thése who are now applyiny are far 
better than those of the past. Among 
the first compe that went there to clerk 
and do other work were a lot of sissy 
boys, who expected to lead a luxurious 
life in the tropics with seltzer and apo!- 
linaris on tap. The mén we have now 
are earnest, hard working fellows, who 
go down to stay and grow with the 
work.” 

“Ig there much dissatisfaction among 
the clerks?” 

“No, I heard no complaints during my 
stay on the isthmus. In fact, I attended 
a dinner there of the mechanics and 
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others at Corozal where the men 
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speeches denouncing some recent newsp: 
per criticisms of the work and eulog!iz 
ing the officials in charge. I am sai 
in saying that there is no dissatisf. 
tion in Panama.’”’ 

New Homes and Food. 

“Have you sufficient quarters for th: 
men, Mr. Shonts?’’ 

‘Yes. We have done a great amoun! 
of building since we took charge and we 
could give quarters to 3,000 more em- 
ployees than we now have. We. are 
building and improving right along. We 
have nine‘hotels on the canal zone and 
nearly every American has a room look- 
ing out on a veranda, sometimes alorie 
and sometimes with a roommate. The 
Tivoli hotel at Ancon, which is intended 
more especially for the administration 
employees, has !60 sleeping apartments. 
We have a practical builder in charge of 
the new construction and more than 
2,000 men are now putting up new Duild- 
ings and repairing the old onese.”’ 

“How about food?’’ 

"We have organized a good system of 
supplying the men with meals at low 
rates. The native workmen are charged 
10 cents a mea] and the Americans pay 
$O cents a meal at the hotels. The na- 
tive food is, of course, much cheaper 
than the American. A 1t0-cent meal con- 
sists of soup made of meat and s0me rice, 
sweet potatoes or yucca and bananas, 
That is a sample. Of course, there is 
considerable variety. 
meals and they are not bad.” 

“How about the 30-cent 
meals?” 

“They are to be found at the hotels 
and mesh houses. They are just about 
equal to the 30-cent meal that one gets 
at a country hotel in the United States. 
The bill of fare usually includes several 
kinds of meat, some vegetables, fruit 
and perhaps ice crea mor pie. We have 
established cold storage plants ‘and put 
refrigerator cars on the railroads, and 
we are doing all we can to make the 
men comfortable.’’ 

Amusements:

“We have been very busy improving! 
the sanitary conditions, and have not! 
done as much in that line as we should | 
like to do.

“We are decreasing the malaria,” said 
the chairman of the isthmian cana] com.- 
mission, “but there will always be more | 
or less of that at Panama just as i! 

1 | 
would say, however, that the health of 
our employees is extraordinary good. 
We have a sick rate of only twenty per 
thousand, and that is a better showing 
than in New York city. Dr. Gorgas re- 
ports that there are i150 beds vacant in 
the hospitals, and he is sanguine that 
he can now control-the health situation. | 
Our quarantine arrangements are €004, | 
and we shall do everything we can to: 
keep out yellow fever and other diseases. 
Indeed, I doubt if there is any place in 
the world so carefully watche@ from a 
health standpeint as are our stations at 
Panama. When we open a new liabor 
camp, the sanitary engineers go ahead 
and lay it out. They attend to the 
cleaning and the men are not allowed | 
to begin until the dangers of ill heaitn | 
are minimized.”

produced at a cost of less than $80,000. 
The. late Sir Augustus Harris, indeed, 
considered himself lucky if it did not run 
‘to $100,000 before the curtain was raised 
on the opening night. 

Before .the curtains are raised on the 
140-odd Christmas pantomimes in, this 
country some $1,600,000 has to be ex- 
pended, and a further $2,800,000 or 80 
must be disbursed in salaries during the 
run of these profitable annuals. 

The initial cost of Mr. GeOrge Ed-, 
wardes’ musical comedies igs very great. 
“The Duchess of Dantzic’’ cost $40,000 
to produce at the Lyric, and ten months 
elapsed before the original outlay was 
returned. Mr. Edwardes pays out every 
week about $40,000 in salaries, fees, 
etc., on his numerous musical comedies 
in London and the provinces. 

One very popular melodrama will make 
more money than a score of ordinary 
“big successes.”” “The Silver King,’’ for 
instance, has earned more than a million 
pounds profit in its quarter of a century 
career, whereas the total profit on a 
score of average West End successes 
rarely reaches $800,000. 

The principal reason for this is the 
crippling rents of West End theaters as 
compared with the more reasonable ar- 
rangements obtaining in the country. The 
Adelphi and the (Criterion are typical 
houses. Mr. Otho Stuart pays $44,000 
a year for the Adelphi, and the little 
Criterion lets at $40,000, although the 
most that can be squeezed out of it is 
about $720 a performance. 

Salaries of great artists are crippling, 
too, especially in opera. Mapleson, in 
order to retain the services of Adelina 
Patti, had to pay her $4,000 for each 
representation. Carl Rosa offered Chris- 
tine Nilsson $1,000 a night at“ He 
Majesty’s, and Jean de Reszke refuse 
$2,000 a performance to sing in English. 
* The late Dan Leno commanded $1,000 
a week. Mr. George Alexander received 
the same amount for playing ‘“‘The Prod. 
igal Son” at Drury Lane. With such 
demands upon his coffers, the modern 
theatrical manager has to be very astute 
to make both ends meet.

Rev. J. W. Lee, one of the most 
prominent of American Methodist 
ministers, makes interesting reference 
to the statement of Hon. W. H. 
Fleming, recently published in these 
columns, in a communication pub- 
lished elsewhere today. 

While Dr. Lee’s communication is 
written with the view of taking excep- 
tion to an incidental detafl of Mr. 
Fleming’s statement it is, in reality, 
an emphatic and a powerful indorse- 
ment of the general line of his argu- 


ment. 


Mr. Fleming calls upon the church 
to lead in the. solution of the race 
problem, which he treats as the great- 
est moral question of the day. He 
believes that if the church falls to 
meet the full measure of its responsi- 
bility it will, itself, “receive a backset 


the world over.” 

Dr. Lee construes Mr. Fleming’s 
statement to mean that the church is, 
itself, on trial. He does not believe 
this to be true, but—to use his own 
words—he does believe that— 

“it Is not the Christian religion 
that is on trial, BUT THOSE OF US 
WHO PROFESS IT. We are on trial 
before the onlooking world, and we 
have been trying to solve the negro 
problem without calling to our aid the 
power of the Christian religion.” 

Generally speaking, Dr. Lee heartily 
approves of the position taken by Mr. 
Fleming, and no doubt Mr. Fleming 
intended to put the responsibility 
just exactly where Dr. Lee places it 
—not upon Chistianity, or religion, 
per se, but upon those who profess it 
and who, in an organized capacity un- 
der the name of the church, are 
looked upon to lead in the doctrine 
of peace, justice, morality and right- 
eousness, as proclaimed by the Great 
Giver of all laws. 

We commend not only the reading 
of Mr. Fleming’s communication,’ as 
already published, but also Dr. Lee’s 
admirable presentation of the situa- 
tion as discussed by Mr. Fleming. 

After all, these two distinguished 
writers and thinkers stand absolutely 
upon the same platform in their agree- 
ment upon the fundamental proposi- 
tion that it is to the church—to those 
who profess to be Christians—that 
we must look for prompt and adequate 
solution of the greatest problem with 
which any people in this country 
have had to deal since the foundation 
of the republic. 


Joseph Chamberlain. 

Joseph Chamberlain, the most force- 
ful British statesman since the retire- 
ment of Mr. Gladstone, and since the 
death of Disraeli the most picturesque 
figure in the political life of England, 
is dying. Already the has ceased to 
exist as far as his political activities 
are concerned. For months he has 
been a prisoner in his. sick room. 
PhysicaHy he is helpless and men- 
tally he is passing through the shad- 
ows. He has been confined to his 
bed for months, and knows nothing 
of what is going on about him. 

Reports from England are to the ef- 
fect that Mr. Chamberlain — suffered 
another severe attack of gout recently 
—and he is now over 70. All of his 
engagements for last month were 
canceled.

into his tariff reform cause. Many 
of the London papers have inves- 
tigated carefully the condition of the 
Statesman and now take it as a matter 
of course that he will never appear 
again before the public. 

Mr. Chamberlain was formerly sec- 
retary of the colonies. He thas at one 
time or another belonged to all of the 
more important parties in England. 
By the power of his personal leader- 
ship he precipitatéd great issues, and 
impressed his personality and states- 
manship so profoundly upon the vari- 
ous organizations that he became to 
be regarded as a much more influen- 
tial force than Mr. Balfour, while no 


| exception was made of the late Lord 
Saulisbury. 


He was of an active, rest- 
less, ambitious temperament. Parties 
were too small and confined. He as- 
similated the ideas of the various par- 
ties, going from one to the other, 
while he completely dominated the 
one which he joined last. 

The conservatives will be left in a 
sorry plight without him. Mr. Cham- 
berlain forced upon them the issue of 
protection, to which Mr. Balfour was 
a convert. Rumor has it that Mr. 
Balfour was anything but a willing 
convert, and that his activities were 
of the luke-warm brand that give lit- 
tle promise of force of purpose in the 
future. No successor of equal power 
remains to take up the work where 
Mr. Chamberlain left off. 

Mr. Chamberlain separated from the 
liberals of Mr. Gladstone’s day on the 
Irish issue, when he defeated the lib- 
eral leader’s programme. And now 
that the close of his political career 
is practically at hand, the liberal gov- 
ernment is about to bring in another 
Irish local] government bill, not of the 
home-rule stamp, but home rule by 
instalments being now the liberal pol- 
icy. England knows that Mr. Cham- 
berlain left an indelible stamp upon 
the political map, but she is watching 
this measure with unusual interest, 
for by the result will be measured 
the influence Mr. Chamberlain has 
wielded. ; 

Britain believes that liberal union- 
ism, even in nominal form, will cease 


to exist with Mr. Chamberlain. And 
}in this comnection the political stu-| 


Chamberlain who will be victorious 
in the end. The influence of Mr. 
Gladstone was the greatest force in 
English politics during the life of 
the statesman, and even now many 
believe that it will endure in spite of 
the opposing forces which Mr. Cham- 
berlain arrayed against some of his

Chamberlain an English paper, very 
forcefully if brutally, puts it: 

The word has gone round tha¢ his fll- 
ness is a mere temporary affair; that a 
cre genial climate and a long rest 
will restore him to activity and pariia- 
ment.

He will go down 
in history as one of the exceptional 
men who have been greater than pre- 
miers, and although he never attained 
to that position, his loss will now be 
far more keenly felt than was the loss 
of Lord Salisbury, or than could be 
the loss of Mr. Balfour. 

The issues which Mr. Chamberlain 
originated have had undoubted influ- 
ence on America. But America has 
had a powerful influence on Mr. 
Chamberlain. And in this, the clos- 
ing hours of his life, his chief nurse 
is his wife, who was a Miss Endicott, 
of Massachusetts. 


Asphalt for Peachtree Street. 

By a vote of five to three, the street 
committee of the city council has 
recommended the acceptance of the 
bid for the repaving with asphalt of 
Peachtree street, from Bilis to Sixth. 

Any other action of the committee 
would have met with the disapproval 
not only of the residents of the street, 
but of the public generally.” The only 
feature of the street committee vote 
that surprises us is that the bitulithic 
proposition should have received as 
many as three out of the eight votes 
of the committee, in view of the fact 
that under the bid as made the city 
was expected to furnish much of the 
work and material and then not to re- 
ceive the ten-year guarantee upon 
which the asphalt bid is based. 

It is earnestly to be hoped that 
council will at Monday’s meeting rat- 
ify the action of the street committee 
so that work may be begun without 
further delay on the repaving of the 
street. 

It is marvelous that nothing has 
been done before this towards paving 
Peachtree street. The street has been 
in an indescribably bad condition for 
the past two years and for the past 
several months it has not only been 
an eyesore, but its condition has be- 
come a byword and a reproach to the 
entire city. There is perhaps not an- 
other city in American of Atlanta’s 
size that would have permitted one of 
its most prominent avenues to have 
remained in such an unsightly and 
aangerous condition as Peachtree has 
been for more than a year.

Regulating the Auto. 

The automobile has become the 
object of regulative legislation in 
many of our state legislatures, nota- 
bly in New York, where it is proposed 
to make the present “auto law” even 
more stringent at the next session of 
the legislature. 


In every municipality there are, 


ordinances governing speeding and 
the qualifications necessary for the 
issuance of a chauffeur’s license. It 
may be reamrked, incidentally, that 
the “devil machine” is becoming a 
source of very substantial revenue in 
the maintenance of courts and gov- 
ernment, not only in municipalities, 
but in incorporated villages and in the 
open country. American statistics on 
the subject are not available, but in 
England the fines for over-speeding 
aggregated over $5,000,000 last year. 
The automobilists of England, prof- 
iting by the stringency of the local 
laws governing the use of that vehi- 
cle of transportation, are closely or- 
ganized for the purpose of minimizing 
infractions of these regulative laws. 
One. of these organizations is called 
the Considerate Driving League, and 
the rules it has adopted are worth

It may strike the average American 
motorist that these rules are the 
product of an English humorist, but 
ahey are not. They are the best 
thought of the men who are preaching 
sanity in automobiling in all earnest- 
ness. It may be said, too, that the 
voluntary observance of such rules is 
the only way in which automobilists 
can escape the enactment of more 
stringent laws aimed to force them to 
acknowledgé the rights of others in 
the road. It is further safe to say 
that law can make no man—not even 
an automobilist—good. An agree- 
ment to abide by such rules would be 
more effective than all the statutes 
that could be passed on the subject at 
a dozen sessions of the legislature or 
municipal council. 


Bulloch Hall at Jamestown. 

The suggestion of President W. N. 
Mitchell, of the Georgia Jamestown 
commission, that there be reproducéd 
as the Georgia building upon the expo- 
sition grounds “Bulloch Hall,” at Ros- 
well, will meet with genera] favor as 
being particularly appropriate. It was 
the home of a great governor of the 
state and of the mother of President 
Roosevelt—the home in which she 
was married to the father of the na- 
tion’s chief execptive. 

Bulloch Hall is not alone o*% state, 
but of national interest. -It was th~ 
home of a family, Georgian to tle 
core, many of whose representatives 
fought her battles from the days of 
the revolution through the struggles 
of the sixties. As the home of the 
mother of the president of the United 
States, to which he, in loving remem- 
yrance, paid a visit only last year, 
Bulloch Hall sprang at once into na- 
tional interest and importance. It is 
a type of the old colonial architecture 
for which the south, in years gone by, 
was famous, and would make a build- 
ing of beauty and interest upon any 
grounds, apart from the history and 
sentiment which entwine themselves 
about its impressive columns. and 
seem to speak forth from its wide 
doors and lofty gable. 

Georgia’s building at Jamestown— 
home of an illustrious governor of the 
state, home of the mother of the presi- 
dent of the United States, a true type 
of the beautiful in ante-bellum south- 
ern architecture, It squnds_ well, 
doesn’t it? Suggestive at once of the 
history of Georgia, of the south, of 
the nation, it would stand a monment 
on Virginia soil not alone to Georgia’s 
glorious past, but to her progressive 
present and to the broad national 
spirit characteristic of her people, 
drawing to it and to the state the 
approving attention of a continent.

Editor Constitution: I have read with 
deepest interest the various letters, ed- 


itorials and articles on the subject of! 


our great problem, and I agree with all 
the earmést desires expressed, for a 
Christian solution. Christianity alone can 
solve it. I only disagree with the gen- 
eral terms of these able articles, in the 
claim that it is a sectional question Only. 
It is a great national question. Neither 
cause nor the remedy is entirely south- 
ern. As a slave, the negro presented to 


the world the happiest, most cheerful, 
gay, careless-minded peasantry on earth. 
No fear of lack, nor poverty, nor neglect 
in old age ever troubled him, His gay 
songs, his fiddle and bOw,. and garden 
patch solaced his leisure hours. Of 
course in all human conditiong there are 
wrongs and imperfections, Dut the south 
presented a civilization without a pauper, 
and the most contented and comfortable 
peasantry on earth. During the war, the 
planter and southern man in his absence 
felt the family was safe in the guardian- 


ship of the blacks. The tender sentiment 
of affection and mutual benefit animated 
both owner and slave. The hour in hu- 
man progress struck when his emancipa. 
tion came. It was a crucial hour, and I 
always think of that hour with an al- 
most heart-breaking compassion, wishing 
that we had been wiser and had been 
undisturbed. 

This childlike, dependent creature was 
suddenly adrift. He needed most wise 
and compassionate care, and assistance. 
He needed time for the moral growth 
to meet the demands of this changed con- 
dition. 

At this point kindly meant but sadly 
mistaken northern philanthropists step- 
ped in to thrust on this newly born 
freedman the ballot of an Anglo-Saxon 
citizen. This easily made this undisciplin- 
ed man a prey to the unscrupulous poli- 
ticlan of both parties, and the germs of 
moral freedom were debauched by the 
easy sale of his vote. Then the unwise. 
mistaken philanthropist, unaware of 
anatomical, physiological, moral and in- 
tellectual difference between the negro 
and white man, began to sow the seed 
of distrust, hatred and revenge.

Monument to Great Hero Is 
Set Up in Texas’s 
State Capital. 


Former Governor John ®D. Sayers, 


Texas, delivered the principal address on 
the unveiling of the monumengr recently 
the state capital of 
Texas, to General Albert Sidney John- 
ston. 

The name and memory of General 
Johnson is particularly dear to the 
confederacy, and the address of Gov- 


ernor Sayers has been generally com- 
mented upon as being a beautiful and 
well-deserved tribute to one of the great. 
est heroes of the lost cause. 

General Johnston was the great uncle 
of one of Atlanta’s most prominent and 
popular young business men—A. 8. By- 
ers, the well-known hardwood dealer and 
box manufacturer, whose father’s moth- 
er was General Jolinston’s sister. Mr. 
Byers’ father was a midshipman in the 
United States navy before the war, and 
when the war broke out he went into 
the confederate army, where he served 
as captain. 

In his address at the unveiling of the 
monument to General Johnston at Aus- 
tin, Governor Sayers, among Other 
things, said: 

“A Kentuckian by birth, in his youth 
he was manly and self-reliant; and even 
in his tender years he exhibited in a4 
marked degree those qualities of mind 
and soul that continued steadfast with 
him during al) his after life amd enabied 
him to courageously and unyieldingly 
combat every adverse circumstance with 
all the resources at his cOmmand.

TO SEEK REFORM ~ 
UF smRENEY

A number of Atlanta and Georgia 
bankers are leaving for St. Louis to at 
tend the thirty-second annual convention 
of the American Bankers’ association, 
which will meet in that city on October 

16h for a four day's session. Chas. J. 
Haden, of Atlanta, is the only southern 
man on the program. He will make “A 
Plea for the Cotton Fields.” 

Currency reform will be the principal 
topic of * discussion of the convention 
and the effort will be made to determine 
some plan that will be mutually agree- 
able to the bankers of the whole country. 

Heretofore it has been difficult to se- 
cure unity of action on this question and 
plans of currency reform that met the 
approval of the bankers of the east were 
unsatisfactory to the western bankers 
and vice versa. The southern bankers 
have usually sided with the views of the 
western bankers, as their interests are 
in many respects identical. The money 
for moving the big cotton crop of the 
south and the wheat crop of the west 
is drawn from the big banking centers of 
the east and the question of elastic cur 
rency that will meet this emergent de- 
mand and that can be returned promptly 
and easily when the necessity for it no 
longer exists, is the problem that con- 
fronts the practical bankers of the 
United States. 

There would be no difficulty in having 
the government adopt the. plen that the 
bankers’ association favors, provided an 
agreement can be reached. 


Other Problems for Discussion. 

In addition to the live question of cur- 
rency reform, the problems of bank note 
emergency circulation, the establiaiment 
of a great central bank and the collat- 
eral for the emergency circulation of the 
future will invite the attention of the 
convention. 

Various state bankers’ conventions and 
the federal legislative commliitee of the 
American Bankers’ association have been 
at work on measures of reform and va- 
rious plans are to be submitted. 

The absoluie necessity for currency re- 
form has engaged the attention of Ameft- 
can bankers for several years, but no 
redress has been secured for want ot 
united action. The fear that a financiai 
panic may sweep the conutry unless re- 
medial measures are soon adopted has 
stimulated the bankers to reach some 
agreement among themselves. 

A committee appointed by the chamber 
‘of commerce of New York has been at 
work since last March and have consult- 
ed leading bankers of the country and 
of the banking centers of Europe. A 
bank similar to the Bank of france oF

‘by virtue of his office, shall be a mem- 
ber, realizing that he and his department 
must at all times be in close touch with 
the commission.”’ 

WN. ¥. Chamber of Commerce Plan. 

Here are the salient features recom- 
mended by the report of the chamber of 
commerce which are now being thresh- 
ed out by the banking community the 
country over: 

The committee recommends the crea- 
tion of a central bank of issue or the 
establishment of an emergency currency 
taxed by the federal government. The 
principal recommendations are embodied 
-{n the following provisions: 

First. That legislation be enacted which 
shall provide the country with a flex- 
fble and’ élastic. bank note currency, and 
to this end we suggest that either one 
of the two following plans might wisely 
be adopted: 

(A) Let there be created a central bank 
of issue similar to the Kank of Ger- 
many or the Bank of France, such bank 
to deal exclusively with banks, its stock 
to be owned ‘in part by the government, 
but in its management representatives 
@ the government shall be supreme. 
This central bank shall issue currency, 
rediscount for other banks, hold public 
moneys and act as agent of the govern- 
ment in redeeming its paper money anda 
making its disbursements. 

Or (B) let any national bank ‘whose 
bond secured circulation equals 50 per 
cent of its capital have authority to issue 
additional notes equal in amount to 35 
per eent.of its capital.

Collateral Currency Plan. 


Alfred H. Curtis, president of the 
Bank of North America, makes the fol- 
lowing suggestions:

Therefore 
we think that the issue of any asset 
currency ‘should be confined to the 
money centers or reserve cities. 

“Under the ‘collateral currency’ plan 
very few actual notes would be issued, 
and then only when a currency famine 
existed, as in the year 1893. The issue 
would be under the supervision of tho 
clearing house officials, usually the 
ablest and most experienced bankers in 
these cities. They of all men know the 
value of the collateral offered and it is 
in their power to also examine the con- 
dition of the bank requesting the issue 
of collateral currency. Thus the con- 
troller of the currency instead of ‘being 
compelled to deal directly with nearly 
six thousand two hundred banks, pass- 
ing on collateral the value of which he 
has no knowledge, would be governed 
by the advice of the clearing house orfi. 
cials of about forty cities, distributed 
throughout the entire country. 

“As the clearing house officials must 
make sworn reports, the controller 
could at any moment tell the exact 
amount of collateral currency outstand- 
ing and the cities to which it is issued. 
The tax being the highest legal rate in 
each state, would compel the retirement 
of the currency as soon as the money 
situation permitted, as no bank would 
be willing to show it on its statement 
any lonoger that was absolutely neces- 
sary, and in time the accumulations of 
the tax would provide qa large insurence 


fund.”

At Work on Plans. 

The governor has employed one of the 
leading architects of the state to draw 
Plans for the district school grounds and 
buildings.

It igs proposed 
to construct only the main academic 
building and part of the boys’ dormitory 
at first, leaving the girls’ dorminory and 
small buildings to be erected with the 
help of the students. 2 

The trustees of the severa] districts 
need from ten to twenty thousand dol- 
lars, in addition to the two hundred acres 
of land, to erect the necessary buildings. 
No investment that a county can make 
will secure so rich a return through the 
long yearg to come as that which Sse- 
cures the establishment of the district 
schoo] within its borders.

Any county could well afford to invest 
thirty or forty thousand dollars to se- 
cure the school—the money would come 
back to the people in a hiindred ways, 
material and spiritual.

Terrific Impact. 

The Saratoga, bound south from Troy, 
with about two hundred passengers on 
board and a heavy consignment olf) 
treight, crashed inta the Adirondack, 
bound north from New York. The col- 
lision tore away about seventy-five leet 
of the lower deck on the port side for 
ward of the whee: of the Saratoga. The 
terrific impact caused the Saratoga, with 
one side of her lower deck almost shat- 
tered, to rebound. and she now lies at 
anchor, & few yards from where the col- 
lision took place. 

Those of the passengers who were nol 
swakened by the shock were soon roused 
from slumber by the cries of the crews 
on both beats. Fortunately help was at 
hand. The propeller Onteora steamed 
alongside the Adirondack a few munutes 
after the crash and offered assistance. 
(eptain. Wilson, of the Adirondack, tid 
the Ontoora to stand by whiie he as- 
sured his passengers that there was no 
smmediate danger. He gave the passen- 
gers the alternative of ataying on board 
or of being transferred to shore on the 
propeller, and 150 of them chose the lat- 
ter course, later coming to Abbany by

Little Excitement.

Consutution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., October 13.—(Special.)—Re- 
corder Curtis Nottingham read the law 
to rioters in severe language yesterday 
when the case of Dan Richardson was up 
for hearing, and before he had this say 
out he had declared that some shooting 
ought to have been done by officers of 
the law, in whose hands the lives of many 
prisoners had been entrusted when the 
mob broke down the steel doors of Bibb 
county jail last Saturday night and shot 
through the cells many times at the 


helples persons encaged there. 

Sheriff George Robertson, Assistant 
Jailer Oscar Hamlin ang others were 
emong the witnesses that testified at the 
hearing in the case of Richardson, and 
their recitals were full of interest as 
well as amazement for the hearers who 
heard of the narrow escapes: for both 
officers and prisoners. Sheriff Robertson 
told how the mob had seized him ahd 
Stipped the buttons from his clothing 
While holding him till thefr search couid 
be made. _Deputy Tom Jones said he had 
fireg out at the window upstairs in the 
hope of running the rioters away, but 
was himself compelled to hunt safe quar- 
ters when the entrance was made. 
‘There were witnesses who 
arson stood by Campbell's cell, with a re- 
volver in his hand, and the evidence 
Was of such character as to cause Judge 
Nottingham to bind the prisoner over to 
tne higher court under a $850 bond for 
shooting another and under a $150 bond 
for rioting. He is also under bong for 
carrying concealed weapons. Attorney 
Andrew Lane who represented Richard- 
son, attempted to show by witnesses that 
Richardson was in the armory of the 
Floyd Rifleg during the riot and not 
among the men who broke into the jail. 

The case has proven the most impor- 
tant of the number made since the affair 
of Saturday.

‘In a vast enterprise of this sort one 
of the chief difficulties was the question 
of reaching places ang getting the right 
freople to handle the books, and Mrs. 
Heard through her enthusiasm and influ- 
ence, interested the great Seaboard Air 
Line railway, and the company took up 
the matter under her direction, and to- 
day. all along this line and far into each 
state, the traveling libraries are going, 
and carrying with them rich stores of 
pleasure and profit for men, women and 
children, 

“Early in the work Mr. Carnegie sent 
$1,000 for books, and these constitute 
what is known as the ‘Carnegie series’; 
firms of publishers supply books which 
compose libraries known as the ‘William 
McKinley memorial series,’ and Mrs. 
William Thaw, of Pittsburg. Pa., gave a 
series of books called the ‘Lyndhurst H- 
brary.’ Mrs. Thaw herself selected near- 
ly all these books, which give great 
pleasure to all elases of readers. 

“Two series of libraries are arranged, 
one called the ‘Community,’ a hundred 
volumes suitable for rural districts, and 
one called the ‘School,’”’ forty books use- 
ful in rvraf schools. 

“The school library has books of his- 
tory and biography, descriptions and 
travel, natural science and general litera- 
ture, The sections devoted. to fiction are 
filed with the best and most desiraole 
coHections of books, and it is said that 
visitors in the famous squthern winter 
resorts find these libraries. most useful 
and enjoyable. 

“In connection with tne ‘Community 
library’ there is a werk of village im- 
provement carried on, and books on the 
subject are placed, in the collection. The 
use of these libraries is the rewarg. of- 
fered for efforts to improve a village or 
town, and a great deal has been accom- 
plished throvg)h this work. 

“With the ‘School Library,’ the same 
offer is made to schools in regard to im- 
and seeds ard designs for school 
gardening are given upon application, 
free of charge. 

“In eonnection with the school sertes 
there is one calleq the ‘Lyceum,’ made 
up of the best publishea tectures, which, 
the schools, may be given in 
towns where it would be difficult to get 
lectures. Mr. Carnegie gave two hun- 
dred copies of his lecture, ‘A League of 
Pcace,’ for this lyceum course, and 
teachers read these on days when vis- 
itors are invited. 

“The use of these books is entirely 
without cost to town or school; but books 
must be replaced if lost or damaged. In 
each catalogue the price of the book is 
given. Each library may be kept six 
months, but only three mronths if it is 
needed in another village or school, Eath 
library goes back to Middleton before 
it is sent out again. Books are taken 
from a library exactly as in our large 
ones—for seven and for ‘fourteen days. 

“If a village applies for a librray the 
application must be signed by half a 
Gozen citizens: if a school wishes the 
bceoks a teacher and the sceool trustees 
Sign the request, and these persons are 
responsible for the library.

Secured to the boom of the fishing 
schooner Mary P. Mesquita when’’ she 
came into T wharf from her last trip to 
Georges was one of the strangest jook- 
ing eagles ever seen in thieicinity. The 
Captain was not sure it.rwas an cagie.

$n handling and studying zoological speci- 
mens. His opinions regarding animals 
hawe been quoted all over the work, 
“The instinct for self-destruction ‘s 
common among all kinds of animals,’ f« 


esata, “and the causes are in many in- 
atances the same as would impel a man 
a. woman to commit suicide. 
Probabty the * most pronounced of 
these causes are loneliness, homesick. 
ness, loss of companions or progeny, anc 
il health. There are animals that oe- 
riodically have a return of the suicidal 
mania, and which can only be saved from 
‘gelf-destruction by the most intelligen: 
and careful treatment. As a rule, how- 
ever, when the animal has made wp its 
ming to commit suicide nothing can pre- 
vent it, and the keeper, not only for cea- 
sone of humanity, but also because an 
animal in that condition is extremely, 
dangerous, is often compelled to end the 
RBrimal’s sufferings by hastening its 
death. 

“We had a remarkable instance of thi- 
fond when the Barnum & Bailey show 
was returning from Europe several years 

0. This splendid specimen of the 
Getic elephant attracted universal at- 
tention from the public because of his 
gize and the great width of his head. 
Among the circug people there was an 
es;ecial regard for Mandarin because he 
was the father of Columbia, the only 
baby elephant ever born in America that 
grew to maturity. Before boarding tne 
boat Mandarin had given no evidences 
either of ili-tmper or melancholy. Ons 
morning, about the fifth day out, one of 
the elephant men came to me and re- 
ported that Mandarin, who was cor- 
ralled in a large stall in the first hold, 
was acting strangely, and seemed to *be 
laboring under great excitement. On go- 
ing to the stall I found Mandarin 
ewaying back ang forth, straining at his 
chains, and making every effort not only 
to break the bars in front of his stall, 
but also to beat his great head againat 
the heavy partitions on the sides. Man- 
durin was a particular favorite of mine. 
He had been with the show a long time. 
and I had never experienced any 4diffi- 
evlty in handling him. As soon as I 
spoke to the excited animal, my pe ad 
gscemed to have a soothing effect, and he 
reacheg out his trunk and permitted me 
to put it with every appearance of frien4- 
liress. This was an evidence that Man- 
darin had no homicidal intentions, and 
that his excitement came from other 
causes, 

Beat His Head Fearfully. 

“The animal’s head was badly cut from 
coming in contact with the woodwork 
and iron supports, and was bleeding ‘in 
several places. To fweevent, if possible, 
any further injury to the animal, I had 
the chains drawn tighter, leaving Sim 
4ust enough room to stand comfortably. 
I. this way we managed to restrain 
the elephant until the steamer was ap- 
proaching New York city. Mandarin 
had, however, been growing worse all the 
time. and was, in spite of the tautness’ 
of his fastenings literally covered with 
self-inflicted wounds. To help him was 
impossible; to release him was too daa- 
gerous; the only thing we could do was 
t> kill him and relieve him from his 
mental sufferings.

evidence of grief. One morning, one of 
the keepers found the lion stretched out 
ut full length in the cage, with a great 
‘aggxed wound in his throat, dead. The 
animal had lacerated himself with his 
claws and’ bled to death. I have also 
known several instances in which Iiion- 
aseeg have killed themselves or died from 
srief over the loss of cubs that have 
been taken away from them; and yet, 
strange to say, if the-baby lions bed not 
been removed they would probably have 
been killed by thelr mothers. — 


“When the tiger attempts vpn dimgpaaneedl 
‘t is necessary to tie him down, but even 
this ig not always effective. The mania 
for self-destruction often continues for 
days, though apparently subdued by 
forced helplessness: but the animal is 
erafty, and while pretending to be meek | 
and resigned to existence, will watch for 
the first opportunity, after being released, 
to inflict wounds that will result fa- 
tally. 

“One of our most recent suicides was 
@ monkey named Chang. Chang was 
the oldest monkey with the show, and 
hed been with the Barnum & Bailey 
show for considerably over twenty years. 
«ost of that time he had been asso- 
ciated with Jennie, a monkey almost as 
old, who was noted in the menagerie as | 
being the mother of a large number of 
bright healthy baby monkeys. Barly 
in March, while the paraphernalia of 
the show was being moved from winter 
quarters to Madison Square Garden, New 
York, Jennie -was frozen to death. For 

day or two Chang did not seem to 
realize that his mate had gone from him 
forever, and there was no evidence of 
fretting. As the days went by, however, 
and Jennie did not return, Chang became 
visibly depressed. He moped in the corner 
of the cage, and, at times, crying like 
a human child, gave vent to the most 
pitiful moans.
